When tbe seventh round opened Fitz 


tried to end matters and swung hia right 
repeatedly for the jaw, but Sharkey 
escapud. Tbe left jabs always connected, 
however, and both were tired when the 


; round closed. 
In the disastrous eighth 


Fitz w ent at Sharkey, fairly smothering 
him with lefts and rights. 


At first Sharkey's month suffered, then 


his nose, then his eye. Fitz was working 
like a demon and his arms shot out with 
amazing rapidity. Sharkey's head kept 


j bobbing back and forth in response. Then 
Fitz got close and a right arm jolt sent the 
sailor's head one side and a left hook 
similarly applied sent him backwards. 


Carried Out. 


Then came the mnch disputed foul. 


Very few of the immense crowd could be 
convinced that Fitz was unfair and it is 
certain that if the fonl was committed 
that it was unintentional. Sharkey fell 
pressing his hand to his groin and at- 
tempted to rise. He fainted and was car- 
ried from the ring. The referee's decision 
caused a tumult, Fitz and Julian both try- 
ing to be heard above tho crowd, yelling 
a storm of disapproval. 


I'Hz Say* Accident. 


Sharkey recovered consciousness in 


half aa hoar. Apparently he is injured 
in the groin, which is swollen. He said 
he had Fitzsimmons going till the eighth 
when tha fonl occurred. 
The referee 


says the fonl was deliberate, that Fitz- 
gimmans, just before striking the left 
hook that apparently knocked Sbfrkey 
oat, bit below the belt. 


Fitzsimmons says, "1 have been robbed, 


I always fought fairly. There was no foul 
and if Sharkey is hurt it was without my 
knowledge and it was an unavoidable 
accident." 


Julian** ShUemvut. 


After the fight Martin Julian on the 


suggestion of Fitzsimmons, issued the fol- 
lowing statement: ''About 0.30 o'clock 
this morning Moae Guilts, Kllcy Qrannou 
and Tim Jones came to us saying that 
Earp was 'fixed', that he would give the 
decision to Sharkey in some manner.

Pruwlctcut Groom Denounces* 


At this juncture J, J. Groom, president 


of the club, entered. 
Julian took him to 


task for tho decision, and called upon him 
to atop payment uf the check.

Groom also declared that during fight he 
repeatedly cilleJ Earp's attention to 
Sharkey's foul blows. 


Ni»rfi-k]cv Bleated. 


Adolph Spreckles, son of the Sugar 


King, met President Groom after the de- 
cision. Shaking his fist in Mr. Groom's 
face he shouted, "You and all the nem- 
bers of tiie club are in this deal. If 
this decision stands I'll do all in my 
power to have boxing stopped in San 
Francisco. The decision is an outrage. 
Thethirgwas fixed and jou know it." 
Mr. Groom denied the club was impli- 
cated in any deal and voiced Sprecklf»' 
sentiment. 


Fllzliumoiis Talk*. 


Here Fitzsimmons broke in saying, "I 


never struck afoul blow during the eon- 
teat, but Sharkey struck several. Cue 
was a severe blow. I complained, but all 
the satisfaction I got was 'Go on with the 
fight.' 


"The bio* which finished Shnrkey I 


gave in this fashion: I feinted with my 
right, then ducking slightly I planted my 
left with full force in the pit of his 
stomach. Sharkey, in his few seconds of 
consciousness made out to catch bis groin 
in order to deceive regarding where he 
was hit. I doubled him up, that's all 
there is to it. 


"I was robbed, and every fair-minded 


person will say tho samo thing. 
I am 


ready to fight him any time. I will fight 
him now, inside oi ten minutes. 
He is 


the foulest fighter and trickster aid I can 
lick him in short order." 


Earp Sneafccd Away. 


Young Spreckles is strong in politics. 


His brother is one of the bosses and his 
threat to stop flgiiting carries considerable 
weight. Mnjor AIcLau^hliii", chairman of 
Republican committee, made a charge of 
fraud to Groom later. Both men are 
greatly worked up and are very angry. 


James O'Neil, one of the bluest book- 


makers in the country, said he should 
wait before paying his bets. One strong 
point is the fact that Julian objected to 
Earp beforp the light, saying he under- 
stood the liRht would be given to Sharkey 
anyway. After the fight Earp forced his 
way through the crowd and the most in- 
timated friends were unable to find him. 


Itvleree's Otuteincut. 


Harpslated this morning thathedecided 


in favor oi' Sharkey because Fitz deliber- 
ately fouli?'!. 
Ho said hp allowed many 


touls during the earlier part of the fight 
to pass with only » reprimand, but in such 
a casa as this he could only <lo his duty. 
The only thing he regretted was that he 
didn't give Sharkey the fight earlier in 
the contest.

It Appears That the Insur- 


gents Do More Killing 


Than is 
Reported.

HAVANA, Dec. 3 —Facts are just leaking 


regarding the insurgent attack upon 
Guanabacoa on the outekirts of this city 
Tuesday last and show the affair to oe 
ranch mure serious than was at first re- 
ported. The insurgents assert that Guana- 
baeoa waa attacked by several bodies of 
insurgents, while another insurgent force 
fired upon the Spanish outpost, Buoaranas 
on the coast. 


Insurgent* Win. 


The Garrison of the fort, it is stated, 


was left to resist the attack on the town, 
but was cat off between the stonewalls 
and fenc?s by 300 insurgents, despite a 
gallant dot'enco, and all the Spaniards 
were killc 1. 


The exact number slain is unknown. 


It is admitted a number of insurgents was 
killed. 
Tho insurgents reported they 


burned seventy-four houses in Guanabacoa 
instead of one as official report stated. 


To Alleviate mthery. 


General Weyler has ordered the mayor 


of Loc Palaciois to establish zones in bis 
territory for cultivation. The ground 
used for government camps and also aban- 
doned farms will be allowed to cultivators 
free for two years during the war and six 
months afterwards. This it is expected 
will alleviate the misery. 


Troops Kill and Burn. 


General Ruiz has reconnoitered 
the 


country about nine milea between El - 
chivo and Sabana. 
The insurgents re- 


ceived notice that the troops were com- 
ing and abandoned their dwellings. 


The column burned 300 country dwell- 


ings and destroyed many fields. General 
Melqub.o has recennointered Guoamaya 
where General Weyler will establish a 
camp and fourteen insurgents were killed 
at Galofre.

He Suspends an Act Allow- 
ing German Ship to Enter 


Port Without Charge.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—President Cleve- 


land lias issued a proclamation, suspend- 
ing after January next, the operations of 
the act which relieves German vessels en- 
tering the United States from the pay- 
ment of shipping charges.

American vessels being denied corre- 
sponding privileges in 
German parts.

When It 
Comes to Big Policemen 


Nashua Takes the Lead. 


A recent item in the TEANSCKIPT re- 


garding the weight of our policemen has 
attracted attention in Nashua, N. H., and 
led to the weighing of the big fellows 
who wear the blue uniform and patrol 
the streets of that thrifty city. It will 
be remembered that the subject was 
brought up here by in item in a western 
paper giving the average weight of the 
Kansas City police force, which is 198 
pounds. The paper publishing the state- 
ment had an idea that no police force in 
the country could beat the record, but 
when the North Adams officers stepped 
upon the scales they produced an average 
of 2031 pounds. 


When this information reached the 


Nashua Daily Press it was concluded that 
it was about time for the people of that 
city to know whether its giant defenders 
of the public ;>eace were stuffed with 
wind, straw or more solid material. Con- 
sequently an enterprising reporter of that 
paper, desiring information on the subject, 
in connection with which a column ot racy 
reading could be no o'.ject on, got out a 
pair of hay fccales and brought to bear an 
influence that caused the city marshal to 
march his men upon them, after testing 
them with his own 241 pounds to make 
sure that there would be in the proceed- 
ing no danger—to the scales. The result 
was that when the "boys." twenty-one in 
numbei: including tbe marshal, had taken 
the risk it was found that the city of 
Nashua has in its employ something over 
two tons of policemen. There ought to 
be mighty good order in that city, ior a 
moment's reflection must convince any 
one that it would be no ligat matter to prej, 
snub 3 force down on him. The average 
weight pf the entire force is 212 pounds, 
while the actual worainj force, composed 
of Captain Campbell and sixteen rounds- 
men, 
weigh on aa average of 222i pounds, 


nineteen pounds more than the North 
Adams average.

Chief Kendall has forfeited to the com- 


monwealth 1835 gallons of liquor during 
the past eleven months. Eleven hundred 
dollars has been received as fines for ille- 
gal selling of liquor. The record of the 
department for ten months prior to Janu- 
ary 1,1898, suowes there were 963 arrests, 
of which 628 were for drunkenness, 77 for 
disturbing the peace and 3 for keeping 
liquor nuisances.
